last best hope of mankind resides, 
if we are persuaded to believe it. 


Beginnings 

But, one does not even think of 
criticizing those honestly troubled 
persons who are in agony of mind 
and spirit. We have seen how 
hard the beginnings are in the 
border states. In the Deep South 
it will be even more difficult. 

Changing the long-established 
folkways and mores of a people is 
never easy. Yet the court gave a 
possible out . . . but the fanatic 
politicians refused their people the 
right to act. The court forbade 
compulsory segregation. But, in 
the Deep South local school boards 
could have worked out agree- 
ments which would have been 
legal and valid for years to come 
had their politicians permitted 
local automomy. 

There is fet time. 

The great bulk of Southern peo- 
ple are as decent and law abiding 
as any in the land. They know 
that in the years ahead change is 
inevitable. They do not want to 
meet that change with dynamite 
and mobs.. These troubled, 
worried, wonderful people have a 
right to truth and honest leader- 
ship, and not mere mouthings of 
defiance. 

There is time .. . there are 
ways and means ... if there is 
the will to give local boards com- 
plete authority. 

The decent people who love 
their region and their nation, who 
want to build up workable race 
relations instead of tearing them

That is to 
avoid propelling one right into a 
smash with another. For when 
that happens, as it did happen 
once before in our history, the 
result will be a grievous wrong. 


This does not at all mean that 


thereby the issue will remain un- 
resolved. For the mark of a ma- 
ture citizenry is that, given time, 
people slowly come to glimpse 
the right upon the other side.

Make your. turn 
there, where it’s safe, and come 
back.”’ 

In other words, the skillful mo- 
torist will go the Boy Scouts one 
better and make every turn a 
good turn. 

Another trooper, this one in 
New York State, says neither the 
city driver nor the city car shows 
up well under freeway or thru- 
way driving. 

The most common fault of the 
city driver is tail-gating—follow- 
ing too close. 

Used to being bottled up in 
downtown snarls and narrow 
streets, the city driver finds it 
hard +o adjust to traffic _ that 
moves out. He follows too close, 
he misjudges ‘his stopping dis- 
tance, he just doesn’t expect the 
man ahead to slow down or come 
to a halt. 

And so he plows into the car 
ahead in a type of accident that 
becomes more and more fre- 
quent, painful and expensive.

Are Treacherous 


You may remember the time when “Lovely 
Mary” planned to visit Niagara Falls and ‘Mrs. 
Wiggs of the Cabbage Patch’”’ said: 


“Bring me 


a bottle of that Niagara water. I always did want to see what them 
falls looks like.”” We smile that she thought it possible to capture 
the gigartic water spectacle in a bottle. 


Yet, is it not true that often 
you and I attempt something that 
is equally impossible? We make 
a kiss the measure of love. We 
taste a crumb and then make a 
sweeping comment on a cake. 

Or consider the way we esti- 
mate the worth of a man by the 
clothes he wears or by his accent 
or by the color of his skin. Any 
such criteria for judging so mi- 
racllous a thing as a human be- 
ing is about as foolish as Mrs. 
Wiggs wanting to see the mighty 
Niagara in a bottle. 

Jesus said, “Judge not accord- 
ing te the appearance.” (John 
7:24). This comment was made 
when a group of incredulous men 
wondered how He spoke with such 
authority, never having taken the 
extended courses of study they 
had pursued. 


I suppose too often I make snap 
judgments about people. With 
only a fleeting glimpse I arrive 
at what I consider to be a valid 
estimate. But later I often dis- 


cover that I was all wrong. This. 


happened too often, .so I some 
time ago worked out a little de- 
vice By which I check myself. 
There isn’t much that is original 
about my plan, but you may 
nonetheless find it interesting. 
First, I ask, is my judgment 
shallow and superficial? Do I 
judge by the man’s appearance, 
his dress, his words, his manner,

or any other equally insignificant 
thing? If any of these come into 
my judgment, then my judgment 
is wrong. 

Secondly, is my judgment 
based on an artificial distinction 
that may exist between him and 
me? Do I criticize because of his 
nationality, his religion or lack 
of religion, his wealth or poverty, 
his education? If any of these 
things have shaped my opinion, 
then my judgment is wrong. 

Third, is my judgment formed 
by prejudice, jealousy, or ill will 
toward him? These, too, render 
a false judgment. 

Fourth, is my judgment too 
hastily made? Do 1 know him 
well enough? Have I put myself 
in his place? Do I look at life as 
through his eyes? Am I judging 
him by my own preferences with- 
out realizing that he and I are 
different individuals and so, nat- 
urally, do not think and act 
alike? 

Fifth, I recall the familiar 
words of Jesus, which in Dr. 
Phillips’ translation read: ‘‘Why 
do you look at the speck of saw- 
‘dust in -your_brother’s eye and 
fail to notice the plank in your 
own eye?” (Matthew 7:3). 

When I follow this plan I find 
that I and the man I was going 
to judge harshly can break bread 
together in harmony, even as 
God desires that we should.

Set Straight 
By the Judges 


This is the day for correction and amplification, as a well- 
known magazine published in New York sometimes calls it. 

I erred the other day in a column on unwed mothers—and I 
have been corrected by no lesser personages than Mr. Justice 
Grady Head of the State Supreme Court and Judge Thomas L. 
Camp of the Civil Court of Fulton County. 

Before I can be hauled into court to answer for my sins, I 
hasten to offer correction. 


This is the way it was: A Sunday or so ago in a column on 
unwed mothers—apropos of the recently released report of a 
committee of the Metropolitan Atlanta Community Services— 
I wrote that fathers of illegitimate children get off easy. 
My authority was the committee report which states: ‘The 
court may direct the putative father to post bond of $750 (or 
more if the judge directs) which can be used only if the child be- 
comes a ward of the county and then only if the ordinary of 
the court initiates suit to obtain it. If the putative father does not 
accept the responsibility, he may be sentenced to jail for a period 
not to exceed one year; serving this sentence absolves him 
from all legal responsibility.” 


Due to a law enacted by the 1956 legislature such is no longer 
the case, I now learn. 


“On March 17, 1956 the Governor approved an Act of the 
General Assembly placing the father of an illegitimate child on 
the same basis as the father of a legitimate child in so far.as the 
failure to support his child might be concerned,’”’ Mr. Justice 
Head writes. ‘See Georgia Laws 1956, vol. 1, page 800. This act 
of the General Assembly has been passed upon by this Court and 
the Act upheld.” 


And if you’ve got your law books handy that’s the case of 
Williams Vs. State. I haven’t and I’m willing to take the Supreme 
Court’s word for it in any case. But Judge Camp kindly quoted 
that portion of the law: 


“The crimes of bastardy and abandonment are separate 
crimes under our statutes. Under our law as it presently stands, 
the father of a bastard child may be convicted for refusing to 
give the bond for its support and maintenance, and after the 
expiration of his sentence in the bastardy case, be convicted 
for the separate offense of abandonment under Code 74-9902, 
as amended by Act of 1956.” ; 


Now that’s settled and I’m grateful to the judges, local and 
state, for setting me straight. , 


In a different department Miss Harriette Speer who works 
for Delta Air Lines, is attempting to straighten me out. Some- 
time ago I mentioned that I couldn’t tell one airplane from an- 
other. Recognizing that there may be other benighted souls who 
don’t know a DC-3 from a Vickers Viscount, Miss Speer has 
prepared a three-page reference work designed to help us all 
speak knowingly of aircraft. 

She begins with the DC-3 (small, rounded cabin, seven win- 
dows) and goes on to the Boeing Model 377 (massive fuselage 
with two floor levels, a main row of windows and a small row 
of extra windows directly below and aft the wing). 

I suppose Miss Speer’s primer for the horse and buggy mind- 
ed is a poem in clarity but not to me. I haven’t recognized a 
thing she described but I’m not surprised. When I read bird books 
the lowly bluejay becomes a stranger to me. 

If Miss Speer doesn’t mind I'll go along with the only two 
descriptions I ever mastered. It’s either a big plane or a little one.
